Reasons for Non-Entry of Amendments 

2, The Examiner has not entered the amendments of record because: 

1) The amendment to claim 1 which recites "wherein the crystal does not 
comprise the SI subunit" and "wherein the crystal is defined by the coordinates," raises 
a new issue requiring further consideration and potentially a new rejection under 35 
use 112, second paragraph. Namely, the amended claim is confusing because it is 
unclear as to how a crystal of a SOS ribosomal subunit, which requires an SI subunit to 
be considered a SOS ribosomal subunit, can be without an SI subunit; 

2) It is the 30S ribosomal subunit thai is defined by the coordinates, not the 
crystal, and 

3) Compliance with Sequence Rules. It is noted that this application contains 
sequence disclosures represented by .pdb file. This disclosure is encompassed by the 
definitions for nucleotide and/or amino acid sequences set forth in 37 C.F.R. § 
1.821(a)(1) and (a)(2). However, this application fails to comply with the requirements 
of 37 C.F.R. § 1 .821 through 1 .825; Applicants' attention is directed to the final
